WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—(/)— 
AAA officials said today that the flow 
of federal benefit payments to 6,000,- 
QOO farm owners, operators and ten- 
ants would begin early in October but 
one farmer in 2U or 
30 would receive his check before elec- 
tion day, November 3, 

“We have had many appeals, espe- 
cially from drouth states, to expedite 
the payments and we are going to du 
everything we can to see that thes 
are promptly paid,” said H. R. Foley, 
the farm administrator. 

“We hope to be able to get some- 
where beiween 2 and 5 per cent of the 
total payments out next month.” 

Other AAA spokesmen said the to- 
tal to receive a share of the $470.- 
000,000 to be paid out under the 1956 
soil conservation-subsidy program 
would be about 1,000,000 larger than 
the number who received benefits un- |, 
der the old AAA program. 

Average Payments. 

They added that checks this 
were expected io average less than 
$80 a farmer for the country as a 
whole, compared with an average of 
$100 under the former program. 

The amount paid out under three 
previous farm  programs—1933, .

PARIS, Sept. 24.—(UP)—The 
government-controlled Bank of France 
‘today raised its discount rate from 3 
ito 5 per cent in effort to stem the 
flow of gold from the nation as ru-

The bank, in its weekly statement, 
revealed acuteness of the nation’s 
monetary problem. Gold reserves had 
dwindled 841,000,000 franes (S55.56%.- 
337) in the week ended September 15 
to a new low since late 1930 at Az 
691,000,000 frances ($5,469.045,712).
